Amend the Law of Rating and Ckargeability in 
Unions in Ireland. 

W HEBE AS it is expedient to amend tlie Law of Eating and Preamble. 
Chargeability in Poor Law Unions in Ireland : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. That from and after the Twenty-ninth Day of September One Repeal of 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-six , so muesli of every Act contained 3?roY . i “ ons 
in the Schedule to this Act annexed as authorizes the making of separate 2 
10 sepafhte Bates on the Electoral Divisions of Poor Law Unions Assessments 
in Ireland, and so much thereof as provides for the charging of the Divisions of 
Expenses or Sums of Money incurred or expended in the Belief of 1>0 " r Law 
the Poor, or in carrying into execution or for any other Purposes in mons ‘ 
the said Acts mentioned and provided for, to One or more of the 
15 Electoral Divisions of any Union, or on the Bates of any One or 
more of such Electoral Divisions, shall be and the same is hereby 
repealed.

Short Title. 



2 Poor Relief {Ireland) Law Amendment. 

2. Prom and after the said Date, every Rate made by the Guar- 
dians of the Poor for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, or for any 
of the other Purposes in the said Acts provided for, shall be made 
upon all the Hereditaments situate in the said Union and rateable 
under the said Acts or any of them, and thenceforth all Expense 5 
incurred by the Guardians or then* Officers in the Relief of the Poor 
or in carrying into effect any other of the said Purposes, shall be 
charged to the whole Union and on the Rates made thereon, as 
herein-before provided. 

3. And whereas by an Act passed in the Thirteenth Year of Her 10 
Majesty, intituled “ An Act to provide for the Collection of Rates 
in the City of Dublin,” the Board of Guardians of such Union or 
Part of an Union situate within the District of the Collector General 
appointed under the Provisions of that Act, is required to estimate 
and ascertain the Amount of the Sums of Money chargeable on any 15 
Electoral Division situate or comprised within the District aforesaid : 

Be it enacted. That in framing such Estimate the Guardians of each 
such Union shall estimate and ascertain the Sums so chargeable 
aforesaid, having regard likewise to the estimated Expenditure of 
the other Parts of such Union, and so as to enable the whole esti- 20 
mated Expenditure to be levied by an equal Poundage Rate on the 
rateable Tenements situate in the whole Union. 

4. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland are hereby authorized and required to make and 
issue all such Orders as may be requisite to render the Proceedings 25 
and Accounts of the Guardians of Unions conformable to the 
Provisions of this Act. 

5. This Act may be cited as the cc Tlie Union Rating and 
Changeability (Ireland) Act, 1866.”
